INSURES CONCERTED ACTION 


Harlem , Mont., Aug. 1.— One bandit 
1s dead and armed posses are scouring 
the country between here and the 
Bear Paw mountains in search of two 
others who escaped after they attempt­ 
ed to rob Senator Everett’s First Na­ 
tional bank of this town. 
But for the quick work of Marshal 
J. Q. Taswell, who is also a deputy 
sheriff of Choteau county, the bank 
would have been looted, but his dead­ 
ly aim killed the man who was looting 
the vault and caused the man who 
was guarding the cashier and others 
in the bank office to flee. 
Three men rode into the town and 
into the alley 
near the 
bank, dis­ 
mounting and leaving the three horses 
In the care of one of the trio. 
The 
other two walked to the hank and en- ! 
tered by the front door. 
Cashier J. A. Natch and Assistant ! 
Cashier J. A. Rasmussen were in the ! 
bank. 
The robbers ordered them to i 
throw up their hands and, seeing the 
order emphasized by four revolvers, ! 
the bank officers obeyed. 
* 
Then th* 
leader left his companion j 
to guard the two and walked down 
the hall of the block and into the ad- I 
joining building, where Attorney John 
Collins and one of his clients, Fred 
Brockway, were discussing some busi­ 
ness. 
The robber showed his gun and 
made them put up their hands. 
Then 
he marched them Into the hank of­ 
fices to keep the bank officials com­ 
pany. 
W ith his companion guarding the 
four the leader went Into the bank 
offices and l«gan collecting cash. 
The bandit first turned his atten­ 
tion to the money In the counter boxes 
and gathered everything In sight. All 
nickels and dimes were put into the 
shot sack which he carried 
Then he 
turned to the vault and it was Just 
here he made the error that cost his 
life and saved the cash to the hank. 


Left Revolver on Counter. 


When lie went into the vault he 
left his revolver on the counter and 
soon discovered his mistake. He cum«* 
back 
quickly 
for 
the 
weapon, 
but 
showed some stage 
fright 
and 
in 
picking it up he dropped it, thus caus­ 
ing it to he discharged. 
A passerby on the other side of the 
street a few minutes before had be­ 
come suspicious of the actions of the 
men in the hank and he had notified 
Marshal Taswell. 
The marshal hud 
turned his steps to the hank and was 
nearing the institution when the gun 
was discharged. 
That caused him to 
redouble his pace and he quickly en­ 
tered the hank from the rear. 
He entered fire on the man who was 
just emerging from the vault with the 
shot sack full of cash, 
tt contained 
$10,000 In currency. 
His first shot 
was accurate and the robber dropped 
dead, shot almost 
squarely tiirough 
the heart. 
Then a fusillade began between the 
robber guarding the hank prisoners 
and the marshal, tin- bandit hacking 
toward the door. 
He shot so rapidly 
that his aim was i»oor and he failed 
to hit the marshal 
W hether the marshal wounded him 
is not certain, but lie got out the door 
and, running to where his 
partner 
stood with the horses, they got on 
them and rode rapidly away. 
A posse was hurriedly organized and 
pursuit begun in automobiles by men 
heavily armed. 
Messages were scut 
by runners to nearby towns for help. 
The robbers had made for the Milk 
river and crossed that stream about 
two miles from here. 
It soon was 
found 
the robbery 
had been most 
cleverly planned. 
W hen everybody was tryine to get i 
news to surrounding towns the wires 1 
would not work 
They had been cut. 
It was afterward learned that wire 
fences between here and the 
Milk 
river 
had 
been cut and 
some rail 
fences had been taken down, showing 
that the robbers 
had 
made careful 
preparations for their escape

Although the Bacon amendment was 
adopted unanimously Senator Bailey, 
whose proposed amendment to the bill 
adding farm products to the free list 
measure was killed by the action of 
the caucus, withdrew with some of his 
followers before the vote was taken. 
His withdrawal was not in the nature 
of a holt, however, and a solid Demo­ 
cratic front is expected. 
Ju st where the progressive Repub­ 
licans stand is not so certain.

tors Clapp, Nelson, Poindexter and La 
Follette were said to be among Re­ 
publican senators who would support 
the bill as it passed the house 
In the senate it developed in the de­ 
bate on the free list bill that some of 
the proposed progressive Republican 
amendments would not encumber that 
measure.

President May Surprise Some of the

Washington. Aug. ' .— [Special.]—An 
nouncement was made by the W hite 
House press people that a veto would 
meet the wool bill if the La Follette 
compromise or 
the Underwood bill 
should reach the president. The state­ 
ment was not officially given out, but 
was made as soon as the La Follette 
bill had passed the senate. 
Senator Lodge, who Is pretty close to 
the administration, had also given it 
as his opinion that after the president’s 
message on the subject of the tariff 
board reports be would not sign any 
tariff bill that might be sent to him 
nt this session. 
But even if there is a veto the fact 
is apparent that tariff revision is near 
nt hand. 
The Democrats of the sen­ 
ate with thirteen insurgents and two 
regulars like Nelson and M el umber 
voting for great reduction» in 
the 
wool schedule and other Republicans 
Joining them on other schedules mean j 
that the reduction of the tariff is f 
strong enough to carry. 


Tariff Revision Near. 
Of course no tariff bill cun l>e pass­ 
ed over the president’s veto. 
As long 
as thirty-five Republican senators stand 
out against revision the president with j 
his veto can stop tariff legislation. 
And yet revision is In the air. 
W hile 
several persons in authority say It w ill 
not be accomplished now, even Re­ 
publican regulars say that there will 
be revision in the next session. 
The fact that the insurgents have 
been voting with the Democrats and 
Insuring the passage of tariff revision 
bills upsets many calculations in re­ 
gard to the adjournment of the pres­ 
ent session. 
The Democratic leaders 
have said all along that if the senate 
would pass their tariff bills they would 1 
keep sending them over, but it was 
well known then that those leaders 
did not believe the senate would pass 
their bills. 
As a matter of politics, the 
Democrats would prefer to have its 
many vetoes as possible and conse­ 
quently they w ill no doubt continue 
their tariff bills for some time. 


“ It’s Taft’s Session."

bt»en lashed unmercifully for opposing 
tin* reciprocity agreement, are enjoy­ 
ing themselves and the general pollti- 
cal situation.

Drouth Throws Seventy Thousand 


Operatives Out of Work. 


Charlotte, N. C., Aug. 1.— As a cli­ 
max to the unprecedented drouth this

North and South Carolina 
shut down because the water in Ca­ 
tawba river is so low the Southern 
Power company

plants with power. 
It is estimated 
that 7u,00d operatives are thrown out 
of employment, but it is believed work 
will be resumed in two days. 
It has been many weeks since rain 
of any consequence has fallen and 
creeks which have not gone dry be­ 
fore in forty-five years are mudholes. 
Mountain streams, upon which many 
flouring mills, tanneries and cotton 
mills are dependent for power, have 
dwindled to mere brooks. 
Crops are 
burning up in the fields, while the hot 
winds are playing havoc with cotton. 
Cities and towns to the north and 
west of Charlotte are facing the or­ 
deal of such a water famine as this 
city is now experiencing.

That caused him to 
redouble his pace and he quickly en­ 
tered the bank from the rear. 
He entered fire on the man who was 
just emerging from the vault with the 
shot sack full of cash. 
It contained 
$10,000 in currency. 
His first shot 
was accurate and the robber dropped 
dead, shot almost squarely through 
the heart. 
Then a fusillade began between the 
robber guarding the hank prisoners 
and the marshal, the bandit backing 
toward the door. 
He shot so rapidly 
that his aim was poor and lie failed 
to hit the marshal. 
W hether the marshal wounded him 
is not certain, but he got out the door 
and, running to where his 
partner 
stood with the horses, they got on 
them and rode rapidly away. 
A posse was hurriedly organized and 
pursuit begun in automobiles by men 
heavily armed.

bill had passed the senate. 
Senator Lodge, who Is pretty close to 
the administration, had also given it 
as his opinion that after the president's 
message on the subject of the tariff 
board reports be would not sign any 
tariff bill that might l>e sent to him 
at this session. 
But even lf there is a veto the fact 
is apparent that tariff revision is near 
nt hand. 
The Democrats of the sen­ 
ate with thirteen insurgents and two 
regulars like Nelson and Mel umber 
voting 
for great 
reductions in 
the 
wool schedule and other Republicans 
Joining them on other schedules mean 
that the reduction of the tariff is 
strong enough to carry. 


Tariff Revision Near. 
O f course no tariff bill can lie pass­ 
ed over the president's veto. 
As long 
as thirty-five Republican senators stand 
out against revision the president with 
his veto can stop tariff legislation. 
And yet revision is in the air. 
W hile 
several lier sons in authority say It will 
not he accomplished now. even R e­ 
publican regulars say that there w ill 
he revision in the next session. 
The fact that the insurgents have 
been voting with the Democrats and 
insuring the passage of tariff revision 
hills upsets many calculations in re­ 
gard to the adjournment of tin1 
ent session. 
The Democratic leaders 
have said all along that lf the senate 
would pass their tariff bills they would 
keep sending them over, but it was 
well known then that those leaders 
did not believe tho senate would pass 
their bills. 
As a matter of politics, the 
Democrats would prefer to have as 
many vetoes as possible and conse­ 
quently they w ill no doubt continue 
their tariff hills for some time.

NOXIOUS BY LAW 


No Person Owning. Occupying or Con­ 
trolling Land Shal1 Permit Such 
Weeds to Grow 


THE LAW IS VERY STRINGENT 


Mavor to Serve Notice on Law Vio­ 
lators and Charge Cutting Ex­ 
pense up on Their Taxes 
The question of cutting: down and 
destroying 
Russian 
and 
Canada 
thistles and other noxious weeds has 
caused some discussion and many have 
done away with the weeds on their 
property. 
There was first supposed to he no 
direct law on the subject and it was 
thought necessary to draft an ordi­ 
nance in order to reach some of the 
delinquent property holders of this 
city. 
Street Commissioner Wm. Bar- 
rons has given the Dispatch the fol­ 
lowing resume of the state law hear­ 
ing on weeds as compiled by his son, 
Attorney Barron: 
Revised laws of Minnesota, Chapter 
37,

weeds.

2375— 
Weeds declared noxious—Each of the 
plants mentioned in this section is 
hereby declared to be a noxious weed 
and a common nuisance. 
No person 
owning, occupying 
or 
controlling 
land shall permit:

Any wild mustard, wild oats, 
cockleburr. burdock or tumble-mus­ 
tard to go to seed thereon. 
2. 
Any Canada 
thistle, 
oxeye 
daisy, or quack grass to go to seed 
thereon, or for more than two suc­ 
cessive years, 
to reproduce 
itself 
thereon 
by 
crowns, 
underground 
steins or buds. 
3. 
Any French weed to produce : 
seeds thereon for more than four suc­ 
cessive years. 
4. 
Any Russian thistle to grow or 


j remain thereon at all. 
Sec. 2376— For all purposes of this 
chapter, the half of any 
road, 
or 
street lying next to the lands abutting 
thereon shall be considered a part of 
such land. 
No person owning, oc­ 
cupying or controlling land shall per- 
i mit any noxious weed, or any white 
I daisy, snapdragon or toad flax, sow 
j thistle, sour dock, yellow dock, or 
I other weeds or grasess, to produce 
I seeds upon such adjoining half of the 
highway. 
Sections 2377-2381

vide for the enforcement

laws and make it the duty of the 
chairman of the town board or the 
mayor of the city to serve written no­ 
tice upon any person violating the 
noxious weed law whenever writ­
